Winnipeg, Man., March . 27.—The 
kibosh was thought to have been put 
on the movies here.

seat 
occupied during any 
amusement performance in Winnipeg 
has been officially ordered. Theatres 
in other towns in the province pay 
lOc a seat. 
War revenue and com- 
pulsory economy on the part of the 
public are the causes.

products affects ot advalorem or spe- 
cific duties, all -questions relative to 
arrangements of schedules and clas- 
sification of articles in the law, and 
19 put all information in 'its posses- 
sion ait the disposal of the president 
the house ways and means committee 
and the senate committee on -finance. 


Can Investigate Tariff. 
The bill would give commission full 
power to investigate tariff relations 
beltween United States and foreign 
.countries, commercial treaties, prefer- 
ential provision, the affect of export 
bounties, preferential 
transportation 
the volume of importaltions compared 
with domestic production, and of con- 
ditions, -causes and effects relating to 
competition 
of foreign industry, In- 
cluding cost of production and dump- 
ing. 
The need of projecting trade se- 
crets and process is recognized in a 
provision of $1,000 fine and imprison- 
ment for one year for any member or 
employe of the commission who di- 
vulges any secrets of the commission 
Representative: Rainey said the bill 
would not be. submitted to a party 
caucus,, although aft the same time it 
probably would be added to the omni- 
bus revenue -bill.''Because it is hoped 
to make the commission permanent 
he declared, the bill provides for an 
annual appropriation 
of 
$300,000 to 
meet its expenses. 


Insures Tariff Stability. 
"The measure in my judgment in- 
sures in the future . tariff stability, 
and whenever revisions appear-to be 
necessary, it will make it possible to 
make them 
intelligently," said Mr 
Rainey. "If enacted into law it will 
become as near removing from the 
tariff unfair and unreasonable parti- 
san actions as any measure yet con- 
ceived."

RUSSIA HAS FEARS THAT 


FINLAND WILL JOIN THE 


GERMANS IN THE ATTACK

Copenhagen, March 
27.—Possibly 
forecaating a serious internal situa- 
tion in Finland, all military eligibles 
have been forbidden to leave the coun- 
try, it became known here today. 
Finns between the ages of 19 and 
41 musft remain in Finland pending 
the czar's decision to draft them into 
the Russian army. 
There are, ap- 
proximately, 500,000 men in Finland 
available for military service. Less 
than 4,000 Finns have joined the Rus- 
sian army to date. All porta of exit 
are now closely wa&ched with the ut- 
most vigilance by the Russian author- 
ities. 
"Finland has no desire to fight for 
or against Russia," said a wealthy 
Finnish ship owner who arrived here 
today after 
escaping from his own 
country by signing up as master of 
one of his own ships. 
"Finland, figuratively speaking, is 
between the devil and the blue sen. 
The people are a solid unit with the 
national Met against military partici- 
pation in the war. By the people I

"There is nolt one of either six who 
rould not fight a Qerman invasion of 
Finland: But the country wants to 
do it with ita own army and its own 
officers.

SEE MUCH BLOODSHED 


IN SPRING FIGHTING 


War Experts Declare That Next Five 


Months Will Witness Terrific 


Fighting in Europe. 


[SPECIAL TO TEH GAZETTE] 


London, March 27.—Men who have 
been m closest touch with every move 
of the world war to date are'begin- 
ning to forecast that the next flve 
months will bring an unparalleled 
burst of battle, attended by the worst 
bloodshed in the world's history. 
The immense waste of human life 
and materials before Verdun, greater 
than that which shocked the world at 
Liege and Namur, has demonstrated, 
the experts say, that if this was goes 
on -to the bitter end, no phase of 
history,-ancient, medieval or modern 
.will compare with the slaughter. One 
military critic said today: 


"The almost impregnable character 
of the defences on the Western front, 
which have been building for eighteen 
months, make it suicide for the first 
line of any assaulting body of troops. 
When a commander orders a bat- 
talion to the assault and posts the re- 
serves in the rear ready to follow, he 
knows that the position attacked will 
be captured 
by the 
reserves, if 
captured at all. 


"He cannot help but know in ad- 
vance that the first line will melt 
away before the fire of the opposing 
side. Before the reserves reach their 
objective over the bodies of their 
comrades, they too, may have been 
decimated by the machine gun, rifi^ 
and cannon fire which protects the 
trenches on every mile of the front 
that runs from the North Sea to 
Switzerland. 


"No one can blame the commanders 
for the course they are bound to take 
It is war. The men, too, are not un- 
willing to make the sacrifice. 
Those 
in the front ranks know that their 
chance is slim. 
The best they can 
ask for is a wound from which they 
will ultimately recover. 
Months of 
monotonous trench warfare are re- 
sponsible for this. The men are will- 
ing and ready for anything that 
means a diversion from the stalemate 
of the past year and a half. 
"What will happen on the Western 
front will be repeated on the Eastern 
where both the Russians and Ger- 
mans have been working feverishly 
for months entrenching, 
fortifying 
constructing wire entanglements and 
placing heavy ordnance pieces 
suffi- 
cient to sweep the ground for miles 
around." 


At Salonica, where the Allies hur- 
riedly dug themselves in and have 
gradually fortified their holdings to 
almost impregnability, 
the 
cost of 
taking the Greek port for the Central 
Powers would far exceed its military 
worth. 


Throughout 
all the theatres, the 
coming Spring will see the greatest 
activity of the war, attended by the 
slaughter 
which 
conditions 
make 
Inevitable, the military exports are 
saying. 
Nor will the "-.inghter be limited to 
soldiers, some forecasts declare. 
It 
is believed in same circles that Zep- 
pelins will take heavy toll of civilian 
populations in many quarters. Reports 
from Friedrichshafen, on Lake Con- 
stance, say that the Zeppelin factory 
there is turning out twelve or sixteen 
Zeppelins a month. The German Par- 
seval and 
Schultz-Lange 
factories 
located elsewhere also are reported 
active to an extent of ten times their 
riormal output. 
This great monthly addition to the 
German aerial fleet, the experts are 
inclined 
to think, must 
forecast 
hitherto unexampled air raiding every- 
where. 
.The question of the 
air 
defence of London is being debated in 
Parliament and with the appointment 
of Lord Derby as Aid Minister, the 
public is beginning to have confidence 
Jn the ability of the aerial- defenders 
to deal with the Zeppelin menace 
Steps in the right direction have been 
taken in many places.

The condition that was set for the 
sparing of Sodom was that there must 
be a nucleus of righteous people !:o 
start with. Abraham began by asking 
this favor for the sake of fifty right- 
eous persona, 
then 
came down to 
forty-five, then to forty, ichen to thirty, 
then to twenty, and finally to, ten. 
There he stopped: he could not im- 
agine that Lofc had been living in that 
city for so Jong a time without having 
succeeded in gathering about himself 
at least ten • good people. But the 
same experience had come to LcJt as 
to many i>eople today: he and his fam- 
ily enjoyed the wicked city, instead 
of converting it. When they escaped, 
it was all they could do to save them- 
selves; and the cjty was destroyed.' 
"The modern city reeds a nucleus 


of righteous people. Ten are enough 
for a start, provided they are in earn- 
est. Fifty would make the future of 
any city secure. 
But of what sort 
muslt they be? 
"These men who are to assure the 
safety of the city must be men of the 
highest character, without fear and 
without reproach. There is no scan- 
dal attaching to their names. The 
whole city knows and respects such 
men. 
I am sure that you can think of 
some such men in our own city; and 
can picture just :the cort of persons 
fhat I mean. 
They are not of the 
kind that are model'men In private 
but unscrupulous in business or poli.- 
tics; nor are they of the kind 'that 
are onored in public but live a double 
life. 
In private, they are pure' and 
loyal; in public, they are staunch and 
true.

Nucleus of Righteous 
Men. 
"This nucleus of righteous men is 
not made of people who are proud of 
their reutatlon, 
seH-sataiafied, and 
quite content to let the city go;i)ts own 
pourse. No; they are those who are 
continually exerting their influence for 
tha welfare ol tthe 
cflty. Here is a 
banker or a' m'erchan't, for instance: 
of course he-is trying'to make money; 
but in so doing, he 
is not merely 
honest; he is'also building up a busi- 
ness that is of real benefit to the city; 
when his firm erects a new building, 
he insists that it must tie an archi- 
tectural addition |to the city; 
when 
any good cause conies along, his co- 
operation is always anticipated. The 
city needs men of large vision, not 
merely good enough for today, but 
planning for. the .city beautiful that is 
to be in the future. 
There are men, 
and women too, who are social lead- 
ers: they shine in society; they shine 
everywhere; 
and the whole city Is 
brighter because of 
(their 
shining. 
The'same is true of their spiritual life: 
they may or may not say much about 
it; but their religion is so genuine and 
so thorough-going that actions speak 
louder (than words, seven days in the 
week. ' 
"These ideal citizens sometimes talk 
about the city in which they 
live. 
Thoy can not be called "knockers"; 
but neither can they be designated 
by tha)t almost equally offensive title 
"boosters." 
They 
believe 
in their 
city; but they do not believe it to be 
perfect. 
Such a. man fipeaks of his 
city as he speaks of his wife and chil- 
dren, with affection and appreciation, 
but not with boasting or Indiscrimin- 
ate -praise. He learna to love the peo- 


your best friends has begun'to swervL 
from the honor thalc has marked him 
in the past, can you do less than re 
mind him 'of his danger? When you 
own boy takes up with some habl 
that you know is bad for him, will yoi 
not do anything to keep 
aim from 
evil? 
When your daughter gets in 
with coarse companions. • j'ou woulc 
rather she should die than go tha 
road; 'but is there nothing you can 
say or do to save her? To every per 
son who needs it, the Christian can 
give a warning; and he can give it in 
such a way as no|t to offend, but tc 
win.

We have a city health officer 
he warns us that mosquitoes and flie 
T>ring disease; he is doing the service 
that all should do who know the harm 
When a man of keen business sens< 
sees (that extraragance will land th' 
city and its citizens 'in disaster, it i 
his duty to open the eyes of the res 
'of us;; and when we have learned thi 
lesson, it is right 'that we should pas 
it on. When the social customs of a 
city seem to be degrading'—tipppling 
gambling, and even excess in othei 
wise 
innocent 
Christian 
oughic 
amusements—the

"Sometimes when Tammany be- 
comes unbearable, the citizens of New 
York City who desire good government 
unite to elect honest officials. 
If in 
our own city we care for decency and 
good government, all 
the 
force of 
righteousness in the city ought to act 
together at the coming election: be- 
cause we did not at the 
primaries, 
there was danger that two undesir- 
ables might be nominated, insitead of 
only one. The church is not, as a 
church, expected to go Into politics; 
but every good citizen is in duty bound 
to take his part. 
Sometimes it be- 
comes necessary for such citizens to 
-form a political party in order to ex- 
press their determination that Ithe city 
shall be clean. And always, the forces 
that seek the saving of the city should 
act togetther as eagerly 
and 
spon- 
taneously as the forces of evil do. 
"There is clanger, of course, in the 
.multiplication of societies; -but when- 
ever there is evil to be fought, we 
must work (together. In our own city 
there are various societies and com-, 
jnittees that are continually on the 
alert: their....presence and efforts are 
educational. As a sample of whn,t is 
jeing done, let me mention the Tern- 


habit of childhood, then there is spir 
itual ruin'staring a -whole community 
in the face; and the'Christian peopli 
are in duty bound (to raise the cry o 
'danger,' 'tire,' 'police,' almost any 
.thing to awaken people to a sense o: 
impending disaster. 


Prayer Potent Force. 
"And the Christians are to pray 
That.was what Abraham did:-as soon 
as he heard of 'the ruin over Sodom 
he began to ask the Lord to have 
mercy. When Jesus looked,on.:Jeru 
salem and thought of its sin and need 
he not only preached, but he prayed 
When.Paul saw the obstinacy'-of the 
Jewish people, his own people, who 
would not yield tolthe apepal of Christ 
he poured out his heart in prayer for 
them. We in ,Janesville are now in 
the midst of a series of union meet 
ings. Before the 
time 'set for the 
evangelical appeal to receive ;'LS spe 
cial emphasis,.here are the several 
weeks of meeting together ,.to study 
God's will and to pray. For what shall 
we pray? If Janesville needs not the 
saving power of Christ, then pray not 
a't all. But if there is such 'need, as 
some of us see it, then cry out to the 
Lord for the outpouring of'His. bless 
ing and His saving, power. 
"The saving of any city requires 
.that those who -are in authority re 
spond to !the appeal of righteousness 
They "sometimes scoff at high" ideals 
as visionary. If they are, all I have 
.to say is that the city heeds such vis 
ionaries. ;The city needs men who see 
what ought to be done and then do i't 
It 16 very easy, even under a commis- 
sion form of government, for the off!

Every Attempt Made to Embarra«« Ad- 


ministration of Yuan- Shi-Kal Ac- 


cording to .Lecturer. 


The Japanese have sought in every 
way to embarrass the administration 
of Yuan. <Shi-Kai, as president of China, 
was the contention of Dr. Stanley K. 
Hornbeck of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, in his address Saturday before the 
Woman's History club at Library ,hall. 
"Japan has not ceased to put every 
obstacle she can devise in the way of 
the success of the Chinese govern- 
ment," Df! 'Hornbeck declared. "In 
19.14 she fought Germany upon Chinese 
soil, in the process ot precipitating 
situations which were exceedingly 
embarrasiag to the Chinese adminis- 
tration. In 1915 she took advantage 
of the pre-occ.upa.tion of the world w!,th 
the European-situation to exact unnre- 
cedeut concessions and ' agreements 
from China. When the return-to-mon- 
arch a.gitation came on last fall, .the 
Japanese chose that moment, which 
was the- most inopportune as far as 
China was concerned- for delivering a 
protest and warning against that 
movement. 
During the 
past 
fe-'v 
months the Japanese press has made 
the most of the assertion that the 
Chinese government is contenanciug 
the return to monarchy has deliberate- 
ly 'blouted' the wishes and the friendly 
advice of 'Japan. In January the Jap- 
anese government treated 
China to 
what it is difficult to construe as other 
than a studied insult. It had been 
arranged between the two govern- 
ments that the Chinese were to send 
an official mission of congratulation to 
Japan in recognition of the 
recent 
coronatios of the Japanese emperor; 
all the preparations had been 'made, 
and- the Chinese mission was to have 
started on January 19, when, on Jan- 
uary 15, the Japanese minister at Pek- 
ing informed the Chinese foreign of- 
fice that, he had received instructions 
from his government that the mission 
must be postponed. 
The official ex- 
planation of the Japanese government 
•—-not delivered 
until several 
days 
later—was that it was feared some 
harm might come to members of the 
Chinese mission on Japanese soil, 
hence it was advisuble for the coming 
to be postponed.' If there was sincer- 
ity Jr. this explanation, Japan in pre- 
senting it, acknowledge an inrpotency 
on the part of her administration simi- 
lar to that which she has charged 
against China:—for the Japanese have 
made the alleged inability of the Chin- 
ese to keep order and guarantee se- 
curity to foreigners, one of the chief 
arguments in support of their conten- 
tion for the right to participate in the 
policing of China. 


"It is a fact that leaders of the oc- 
nositicn to Tuan Shi-Kai have long 
been refugees in Japan, and that in 
Japan they have sir.ce 1913 carried on 
activities intended to result in the Oe- 
struction of Yuan's government. And 
it is evident from the diplomatic ex- 
changes that Japan is bent on causing 
Yuan, as much embarrassment as" pos-

INGROW INQ NAIL 
; 
I I 


Two factors enter into the ethnoligy 


jpf 
ingrowing 
nail—|tight, narrow 


shoes, and improper cutting of the 
nail. Of course there is no use in 
'preaching about tight shoes;' those 
who wear them will wear them, come 
what may. We may dwell upon, the 
right way to (trim the nails. 
The 
function of the toenails, it they can 
be considered to have a function in 
the civilized individual, is to .protect 
the sensitive !Ups of the toes. 
This 
being true, the nail should not be too 
closely trimmed, 
and when 
it 
is 
trimmed it should .be 
cut straight 
across, without any attempt to round 
the corners. The starting-point of in-", 
growing nail" (which is a misnomer, 
in spite of the opinions- of chiropo- 
dists) is often this very effort 
to 
round off the corners. 
. Supposing prevention has been ig- 
nored and an ingrowing nail has ar- 
rived. The condition is as follows: 
The ouelde -edge of the nail appears 
imbedded in an inflamed, hypertro- 
phed or thickened mass of granulation 
tissue, from which more or less fluid, 
watery 'or purulenet, 
exudes. 
The 
granulations have grown up'.over the 
edge of the nail, and not vice versa, as 


the name implies. 
The - treatment 
consists in removal of the granula- 
tions, not removal of the nail. 


Exuberant 
granulations ( "proud 
flesh") in any sltualtlon may he cut 
without giving pain, since granulation 
tissue had no nerves. But the cut- 
ting must be done by'a physician, not 
by the patient or any- untrained oper- 
ator. . Igrowing nail unintelligently 
treated sometimes brings on septic- 
cemla (blood-poisoning) and is there- 
fore distinctly not a condition for the 
chiropodist.- 


The skin may be drawn away from 
the edge of the nail by carefully ap- 
plied Z. O. adhesive plaster straps ei- 
tending spirally backward outside, un- 
der and around the great toe. 
Of 
course this manoeuvre is useless un- 
Jess the shoes are correct—straight 
sole lines, fairly broad, rounded toes 
It is a waste of time treating this con- 
dition of faulty footwear is persistent- 
ly worn—that is why Ingrowing nail 
is so hard to cure, short of surgerv 
The groove in which the granula- 
tions groow may be kept, filled with 
any simple astringent, such as'pow- 
dered aliim, nitrate of lead 
(this 
should be used for only four days) or 
tannic acid.

JAPANESE ECANOMISTS

Tokio, March 27.—Japanese econo- 
mists are interested in the economic 
effect of the war upon labor condi- 
tions in Japan.

MELTING OF GOLD COIN TO 


SUPPLY JEWELRY DEMAND 


A PROBLEM IN ENGLAND 


London, March 
27.—The 
practice 
of melting British gold sovereigns to 
mix.with other metals and make jew- 
elry to sell to suddenly enriched mil- 
sald to have become so alarming that 
an effort may be made during the 
present session of parliament to pass 
a law to prohibit it. There are not 
many sovereigns in < circulation 
in 
England, they having been recalled 
shortly after Ithe outoreak of the war 
but they can be obtained easily in ex- 
echange for paper notes at the Bank 
of England. 


The gold reserve in the Bank of 
England at the present time is esti- 
mated at about $256.000,000. There 
are other gold reserves of course in 
the hands of other\ joint stock banks. 
One of the aims of the government is 
to prevent sovereigns going out of the 
country to keep up l:he gold reserve 
supply and to prevent the gold from 
reaching the enemy. 


_ For the past six months, or even 
since the munition workers began to 
work night and day and draw greatly 
increased wages lihey have been hav- 
ing gold melted for jewelry.

practice is said to have become es- 
pecially noticeable in Birmingham 
where many of the lars;e .i»welrv man- 
ufacturers are located.

GRANTED LEAVES TO PLANT 


HARVEST ON THEIR FARMS 


[BY ASSOCIATED rm:ss.] 


Winnipeg, March 27.—An official or- 
der extending to every non-commiE- 
sioned officer and man "on active ser- 
vice in Canada leave of absence iio:t 
exceeding one month to go on farms, 
has solved western Canada's problem 
of finding help to plant this year's 
grain crop, in the opinion of govern- 
ment officials here. 
Under the provisions of the orfle: 
the soldiers will receive full pay «y 
their service ,in the army in-addiliW 
(to the payment received from farmers 
for their work. Free transportation 
from camp to farm-will be provided by 
the government to the extent of 3CO 
miles and operation of the military 
order will begin as soon as conditions 
permit of working the land. 
Twenty-seven thousand men are un- 
der arms in military district No. 10 
and the proportionate number wlio 
can go out to plant the crop should 
be adequate for the provinces of Itfan- 
itoba and Saskatchewan. Units far* 
ther west will take care of Alberta 
province. 


To prevent soldiers taking uTitair 
advantage of the order the amhoritie? 
added certain regeulations, one of 
them stipulating that leave of ab- 
sence would be given to no other 
purpose than to aid ill the agricul- 
tural work and that the man applying 
for leave must present proof tbat tlie 
offer of farm work has been obtained. 
Returning- from the field, the men 
must produce a certificate from t«t-: 
persons for whom they worked; caMi- 
certificate must be countersigned V 
the signature of a clergyman or ivo 
responsible-residents in the vicinity 
of the land on which the work was 
done. 
Premier C. T. Norn's of Manitoba 
has already -begun active work for 
carrying out the order. He said '.hat 
western provincial governments wotlo 
co-operate in the distribution of men.
